ury. Nothing  but  liquidation  remains,  and 
whether  the  government  assumes  the  res- 
ponsibility for  their  issue,  or  does  not,  the 
result  will  always  be  the  same  ;  an  in- 
glorious existence,  without  hope,  and  an 
end  even  more  disastrous  than  that  threat- 
ened by  the  angry  speculators,  who  have 
lost  ail  shame  in  their  open  attacks  upon 
tiie  Treasury.  It  is  clear  to  us — and  we 
a/e  far  from  being  alone  in  our  appreciation 
of  the  case — that  the  sooner  the  legislature 
authorizes  the  Treasury  to  assume  the 
responsibility  for  these  issues  of  currency, 
the  sooner  will  the  first  step  be  taken  in  the 
path  that  leads  to  restored  confidence  and 
a  strengthened  position  for  the  republic. 
Recriminations  are  useless ;  the  fault  has 
been  committed  and  honor  and  duty 
should  lead  the  Brazilian  chambers  to 
declare  that  in  recognizing  the  fault,  the 
country  will  pass  a  sponge  over  the  past  and 
earnestly  endeavor  to  sin  no  more,  at  least  in 
[  the  way  of  banks  of  issue.  Morally,  we 
repeat,  the  Treasury  is  responsible  for  every 
mil  rets  now  in  circulation,  and  we  venture 
to  urge  that  this  moral  responsibility  be 
constituted  one  of  legality  and  fact. 


quite  prepared  to  have  every  economist  cited 
toprove  the  radical  character  of  ow proposi- 
tion; but  we  maintain  that  it  is  wholly 
pi'ictical.  We  claim  no  originality.  The 
idta  of  charging  i°/0  over  the  interest 
eaned  by  the  deposited  securities  is  pal- 
Dfloly  copied  from  the  United  States 
Nitional  Hanking  law  that  taxes  the  issue 
of  the  banks.  What  we  wish  to  obtain  is  a 
currency  that  will  ebb  and  How  with  the 
red  demands  of  commerce  ami  trade,  and 
be  once  and  forever  relieved  from  the  de- 
niiiuN  and  threats  of  desperate  speculators, 
A  demand  for  government  securities  would 
be  created,  for  these  would  be  always 
aviilable  as  cash  among  the  assets  of  com- 
panies and  commercial  establishments,  and 
a  crucial  test  would  be  applied  to  the  tin- 
selled question  as  to  a  superfluity,  or  a 
scircity  of  circulating  medium  in  Brazil. 


The  project  submitted  by  Deputy  Oiti- 
cica,  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on   the 
5th  inst ,  to  re-establish  Law  No.   3,403  of 
November  24th,  1888,  with  various  amend- 
ments, has  attracted  attention  and  given  rise 
to  discussion.     The   law    in  question   was 
passed  during  the  existence  of  the  cabinet 
presided  over  by  Sr.  Joao  Alfredo,  and  was 
an  attempt  to  adopt   the   national    hanking 
law  of  the  United  Stales  to  the   Brazilian 
empire,    in   so   far  as   it    provided  for  the 
issue  of  currency  against  the  deposit  of  an 
equal  amount  in  government  bonds.     The 
law  was  an  utter  failure,    for  its  conditions 
were  not  sufficiently  enticing  to  attract  the 
then  leading  financiers  of  the  country,  and 
these  conditions  were  modified  by  a  law  oi 
July  6th,   1889,  when   Visconde  de  Ouro 
Preto  was  at  the  head  of  the  government, 
and  this  law  produced  the  Banco  Nacional, 
and    led  to  other  banks  preparing  to   or- 
ganize as  banks  of  issue,  when   the  revolu- 
tion destroyed  all  ideas  in  that  direction. 
If,  therefore,  the  1888  law  was   productive 
of   no   results  when   the  country   and   the 
Treasury  were  in  an  exceptionally  favorable 
condition,    it  appears  to  us  very  doubtful 
that  any  success  will  follow  Sr.   Oiticica's 
attempt  to  adapt  it  to  the  present  conditions 
of  financial  affairs  in  Brazil.     One  point  in 
the  deputy's  amendments  is  commendabl 
we  refer  to  that  authorizing  the  government 
to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  issue  of 
banks  that  can  not,  or  will  not,  offer  to  re- 
deem their  notes  within  six  months.    This 
means  that  all  the  issues  will  be  assumed, 
for  of  the  banks  of  issue  there  are  none  that 
are  prepared  to  redeem  their  issue  within 
anything  like  the  period  fixed.     We  have 
been  and  are  earnest    advocates  for    the 
assumption  by  the  Treasury  of  the  issue  of 
the  banks  organized  since  the  downfall  of 
the    empire.     Morally,    the    Treasury    is 
already  responsible  for  these  notes,  for  first 
Sr.  Ruy  Barboza  laied  hands  on  a  large 
sum  of  the  gold  deposited  in  guarantee  of 
issue  to  purchase  bonds  of  the  1889  loan, 
and  then  BarSo  de  Lucena  did  not  even 
pretend    to  buy  anything  with    the   gold 
he  found  in  the  Treasury ;  he  merely  loaned 
it  to  borrowers,  who  in  exchange  promised 
to  furnish  the  Treasury  with  sterling,   and 
these   borrowers  deposited  this  same  gold 
to  obtain  the  right  to  issue  three-fold  its 
nominal  value  in  currency,  without,    how- 
ever, in  every  case  fulfilling   their  engage- 
ment to  furnish  the  sterling  as  was  provided, 
Barao  de  Lucena,  therefore,  authorized  issues 
against  nothing   but  promises,   and  as  his 
action    has  been   tacitly  approved    by   his 
late  successor,   it  results  that  the  Treasury 
is  responsible,  in  equity,  for  the  whole  issue 
of   the    banks.     The   principal  objection  to 
the  action  of  the  Treasury  appears  to  be  the 
charge    that    injustice    will    be    done   the 
shareholders   of  the    banks  of   issue,    who 
were  induced  to  put  their  money  into  these 
institutions   under  the  persuasion  that  the 
right  of  issue  was  the  most  valuable  asset  of 
the   banks,    and    once    this    is   withdrawn 
nothing  but  disaster  can  result.     This  is  the 
argument  of  disappointed  speculators,   not 
of  bona  fide  investors.     One  glance  at  the 
balance  sheets  of  the  two  banks  of  issue  i  n  this 
city   suffices  to   show  that  both — the  Banco 
da   Republica   and  Banco  de  Crcdito  Po- 
pular— are    in    liquidation,     if    the    latter 
indeed  is  not  bankrupt.     Neither  of  these 
banks  shows  any  assets  that  can  be  avail- 
ed of  to  produce  securities,  which    in    turn 


Assuming  that  the  Treasury  will  take 
over  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  the 
various  banks,  we  may  proceed  to  show 
that  this  action,  beyond  the  undoubted 
strength  afforded  the  fiduciary  money  now 
in  circulation,  will  not  burden  the  Treasury 
with  excessive  charges  upon  its  resources. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  minister  of 
finance  there  were  in  circulation  on 
December  31st  last  :

against  which  the  Treasury  held,  or  should 
have  held,  gold  valued,  at  par,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  97,850, 524$53o,   and  75,901,500$ 
in  government  bonds  also  at  par.     There  is 
no  discrimination  as  to  the  bonds  deposited  ; 
it    may   be    presumed,    however,    that    the 
1889  4°/0  gold  loan  largely  predominates. 
But  even  assuming  that  the  deposit  is  en- 
tirely in  5°/0  currency  stock,   the  annual 
interest,   or    3,795,000$,  pertains    to    the 
Treasury,  and  this  means  a  sinking  fund  of 
l°/0  per  annum  on   the  total  issue    taken 
over  by  the  Bra/.ilian  Treasury.    We  pro- 
pose to  ignore  the  gold  deposited,   for  we 
frankly  confess  we  do  not  believe  it  exists 
in   the  coffers   of  the   Treasury.      But   to 
continue   our  argument.     The   saving— or 
non-payment— of     the     interest     on     the 
75,000,000$  deposited,  and  the  saving— or 
non-payment — of     the     interest     on     the 
39,857,000$  of  the  1889  loan  purchased  by 
Sr.  Ruy  Barbosa  with  gold  deposited  by  the 
banks,  which  even  at  15c].   exchange  repre- 
sents nearly  2,900,000$,  will  reach  a  total 
of  6,600,000$  per  annum,    which  may   be 
applied  to  withdrawing  currency,  if  this  he 
considered  necessary,  which  we  confess  seems 
to     us       questionable.       Can    any    more 
innocuous  means  be  found  for  strengthening 
the  value  of  the   Brazilian  paper  money? 
But  we  propose  to  go  further.     The  cur- 
rency 5s.  are  at  present  worth  in  the  market 
io2°/0,   and  the   gold   4s.  are  quoted   at 
about  i20°/0.  The  Treasury  could  not  dis- 
pose of  the  1 1 5,000,000$  of  the  two  classes 
of    securities   which    it  will    hold    without 
causing   a   serious  decline  in   the  market, 
but  a  demand  equal  to  the  supply  could  be 
created  by  a   much    simpler  process  than 
was  provided  by  Sr.  Joao  Alfredo's  bank 
law  in  1 888.     Our  proposition  is  that  in- 
stead of  the  government  authorizing   banks 
to    issue   currency   against   the    deposit  of 
bonds,    it    merely     issues  currency    itself 
against  such  a  deposit.     To  explain    why 
we  have  arrived  at  so  apparently  startling  a 
conclusion,  our  preface  is  that  we  have  lost 
all  faith  in  any  attempt  at  establishing  small 
local  banks  in  Brazil,   which  has  been  so 
successful    in   the  United  States,   and   the 
experience  of  the  past  two  years  proves  to 
us  conclusively  that  a  great  central  bank  is 
above  the  capabilities  of  the  present  Brazi 
ian  financier.     We  would  therefore   have  a 
section  of  issue  at  the  Treasury  where  any 
possessor  of  50,000$  of  any  class  of  govern- 
ment securities  could  obtain   ()0°/o  of  tli u 
par  value  of  such  securities,  for  periods  not 
to  exceed  six  months,   upon  payment  of  in- 
terest equal  to  i°/0  per  annum  over  that 
earned    by    the   security   deposited.     The 
moderate  advance  and   relatively  high  in- 
terest would  prevent  undue  applications  for 
loans,  while  a  species  of  elasticity  would  be 
imparted  to  the  currency,    which  it  appears 
to  us  cannot  be  otherwise  obtained.  We  are

C-nn/ei -Protest  against  the  Protest  of  the  Superin- 
tendent nf  the  SJo  Paufo  Railway  toinpaity. 

As  representative  of  the  Mogymin  Company,  it  is 
my  duly  to  protest  against  the  Protest  of  Mr.  Wit 
liam  Speeva,  superintendent  of  the  Smiles  to  Jun- 
duliy  railway,  which  was  brought  before  the  sec- 
tional judge  of  Sao  Paulo  and  published  in  di Keren) 
journals  a  few  days  ago, 

First  of  till  must  lie  noted  the  incompetence  of 
tin.'  means  employed,  and  it  is  llie  protester  himself 
who  declares  lliat  its  derivation  and  efficacy  depends 
upon  the  definitive  resolution  of  the  Directory  in 
London,  whilst  at  the  same  time  clause  26  of 
IVcree  No  1,759  °'  t'»e  26lil  April,  1856  (contract 
oi  the  Sao  I'aulo  Railway  Company,)  compels  the 
company  to  have  n  superintendent  duly  authorized 
to  represent  it  before  llie  general  and  provincial 
government  and  auihoriiies  in  everything  connected 
Willi  ili«  interests  of  the  same  company, 

Tlie  1'rolesl  being  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the 
Directory  in  London,  it  is  in  the  meantime  incom- 
plete nnd  incapable  of  producing  any  effect,  nor 
could  it  be  received  ill  the  sectional  court.  In  this 
respeel  it  would  not  lie  worth  while  to  contest  it, 
were  it  not  for  the  convenience  of  explaining  to 
iiileresled  parlies  and  ol  dissipating  any  impression 
which  might  be  formed  about  llie  legality  of  the 
concession  granted  to  the  Mogyana  Company  lor 
the  prolongation  of  its  line  to  the  port  of  Santos. 

Il   is   still    very  possible  that  llie   Directory   in 
London  of  llie  Sao  I'aulo  Railway  Company,  more 
enlightened,  will  not  wish  to  assume  the  respon- 
sibility for  llie  protest  made  by  the  superintendent 
and  submitted  to  iis  final  and  definite  deliberation. 
The  protester  deduces  from  llie  second  condition 
of  the  already  cited   decree   the  right,  which   he 
arrogates  to  himself,  to  claim  losses  and   damages 
because  the   concession  granted   to  the    Mogyana 
company  bad  not  been  annulled,  while  by  this  very 
condition  the  privilege  of  the  English  company  was 
isitivcly  limited  to  a  fixed  zone  of  5  leagues  of  1S 
the  degree,  on  both  sides.     And  more  explicitly 
e  cited  condition  adds :   "  This  restriction,  bow- 
er, will  not  apply   to  railroads   which,  although 
commencing   from    the   same    point   shall   run   in 
different   directions,    even  if  such   railroads    acci- 
dentally approach  or  intersect  the  privileged  line  ; 
proviiied  always,   that    within    the  privileged    zone 
they  shall  not  either   receive  or  discharge  passen- 
gers    or     goods,      receiving     fares     or     freights 
therefrom," 

The  Mogyana  company  will  not  start  from  the 
same  point  where  the  English  company  does,  but 
from  the  station  of  Resaca,  at  [he  opposite  end, 
distant  about  50  kilometres  from  (he  line  of  the 
prolongation  and  ils  direclioti,  and  slill  outside  ihe 
privileged  zone.  Therefore,  in  case  that  llie 
English  company  had  not  waived  ils  preference  for 
the  prolongation  executed  by  the  I'aulista  railway 
ami  bad  done  il  by  itself,  even  then  il  would  have  bad 
nothing  to  oppose,  Moreover,  it  is  to  lie  noted 
that  the  Mogyana  company  will  not  open  stations 
within  the  privileged  /one  of  llie  Sao  I'aulo  railway. 
It  is  true  that  by  condition  No.  43  of  the  cited 
decree,  the  right  of  preference  for  the  prolongation 
to  Rio  Claro  and  oilier  branches  on  an  equality  of 
terms,  was  granted  to  llie  Sao  Paulo  railway 
corporation.  From  this  advantage  the  English 
company  desisted,  which  was  accepted  by  Decree 
No.    4,9270!  13th  April,  [872. 

In  virtue  of  condition  45  olthe  above-mentioned 
contract,  the  English  company  cannot  deny  the 
junction  of  new  railways  and  branches  to  ils  lines. 
Yet  in  this  condition  the  companies  were  only  not 
permitted  to  receive  goods  ami  passengers  on  llie 
lines  which  do  not  belong  to  it,  except  by  mutual 
accord,  the  right  of  transit  alone  being  established. 
From  what  lias  been  exposed  it  is  evident  that 
the  English  company  did  not  acquire,  with  the 
junction  of  new  companies,  a  new  privilege  or  the 
monopoly  which  it  assumes  of  subordinating  litem 
to  its  vassalage  and  forced  tribute;  rather  was  it 
the  company  which  was  subordinated  to  the  im- 
perious condition  of  its  contract. 

13ut,  having  well  considered  the  protest  of  the 
superintendent,  it  is  seen  that  beyond  the  restricted 
privilege  of  condition  2  lie  extends  his  pretension 
to  llie  extreme  of  considering  the  English  company 
as  the  exclusive  proprietor  of  its  point  of  departure 
(the  city  of  Santos  J  and  considers  it  prejudiced 
because  oilier  railways,  starting  from  different 
places,  seek  llie  port  for  enibarcation  and  disem- 
barcation.  If  the  English  company  should  succeed 
in  establishing  such  an  extraordinary  claim,  il 
would  have  in  its  hands  the  key  of  production  and 
exportation  of  ihe  most  flourishing  slate  of  the 
Union,  and  would  thus  enjoy  ihe  most  burdensome 
and  odious  monopoly  ever  known. 

This  monopoly,  however,  was  not  thought  of  in 
the  decree  of  26th  April,  1856,  which  rather  ex- 
cludes it  completely  by  its  letter  am!  spirit.  In 
the  meantime,  the  truth  is  thai  the  English  com- 
pany lor  many  years  actually  exercised  it,  oppres- 
sively, over  the  companies  connected  to  it,  and  over 
commerce  and  agriculture. 

In  the  exercise  of  its  haughty  cxclusiveness  llie 
English  company  did  not  take  care  of  the  service 


which  it  was  under  obligations  to  do  and  whiclv 
was  increasing  from  day  today,  unlil  at  last  there 
appeared  a  crisis  of  transport,  ihe  grcaiesl  icourw 
of  ihe  stale  ol  S.  I'aulo;  and  for  want  of  reasons 
lo  sustain  ihe  ruinous  monopoly,  which  it  invokes 
in  vain,  as  its  own  patrimony,  it  accuses*  the 
Mogyana  company  ol  the  hick  of  sufficient  rolling 
stock  for  its  traffic,  forgetting  that  it  is  held  back 
on  the  obstructed  lines  ol  ihe  English  company, 
on  account  of  the  delay  in  dispatch. 

1  see  no  reason  why  the  protester  should  persist 
in  cnnmdiiui  the  hue  reason  for  Ihe  evil  which  all 
deplore,  and  Iron,  which  the  slate  of  Sao  I'aulo  lias 
sullered  so  much,  preferring  to  attribute  it' lo  the 
insufficiency  of  nptfrinl  of  the  Mogyana  company. 
The  official  statistics  prove  iudispuiahly  that  die 
English  company,  Jmving  even  doubled  its  lines 
could  not  give  regular  transport  to  llie  merchandise 
winch  at  present  enters  and  leaves  the  poit  of 
Santos.  This  insupernbledillicitUy,  which  increases 
geometrically,  is  aggravated  still  uio.e  by  lIiq 
system  m  vogue  on  ihe  Sena  do  Cubntao.  Thi 
palliatives  sllgge -led  l,y  ||,L.  supcriiilendciicv  ni  ihe 
English  company,  unfortunately  postpone,  bin  do 
not  solve  thepiohlem;  and  it  must  he  confessed 
thai  the  producer  and  merchants  served  ,0  fatally 
by  the  English  i.olwav,  aie  tired  of  suffering. 

Without  prejudice  to  ihe  legitimate  interests  of 
the  English  company,  and  Willi  advantage  to  the 
slate  of  S.  Paulo,  ihe  government  of  the  Union, 
authorized  by  Congress,  has  resolved  this  question 
in  Ihe  only  practical  and  sure  way,  graining  to  the 
Moi;yaua  and  to  ihe  Suiocubaua  their  extension  to 
the  city  of  Santos. 

Oilier  considerations,  equally  applicable,  might 
lie  adduced  agamsi  llie  protest oftlie  superintendent 
of  the  English  railway,  hut  I  consider  those  brought 
forward  sufficient  to  secure  an  enlightened  mid 
impartial  opinion  from  those  interested,  and  lo  influ- 
the  elevated  intelligence  of  the  Directory  in

BONUSES  TO  STAFFS. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Rio  News. 

Dear  Sir.— \  beg  leave  to  once  more  trespass 
upon  your  valuable  space  lo  reply  10  "Old  E.B.R  " 
My  anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  certain  members 
of  the  board  of  the  British  Bank  seems  lo  have 
caused  "Old  K.  li.  R.  "  io  shew  himself  gtem 
enough  to  desire  to  champion  a  board  of  directors, 
when  il  is  well  known  to  older  men  thai  a  London 
board,  especially  of  a  company  working  abroad,  is 
infallible. 

It  is  quile  refreshing  to  find  someone  really 
satisfied  and,  apparently,  "  Old  E.  B.  K."  is  one 
of  those  lucky  youths  who,  by  favoritism  and  not 
by  virtue  of  position  nor  length  of  service,  received 
either  as  much  as,  or  more  ihan,  men  ol  respon- 
sible positions  and  more  than  twice  the  length  of 
service.  Perhaps  "Old  E.  it.  R."  will  explain 
where  llie  justice  of  such  a  division  comes  in. 

Il  is  quite  true  that  the  Board  could  have  given 
6  months'  notice  in  February  '91,  and  equally  true 
that  under  llie  circumstances  il  did  not  suit  them 
to  do  it ;  and  although  the  staff  did  receive  their 
6  months'  salary,  thai  is,  almost  all  did,  and  10 
which  their  contracts  entitled  them,  a  question  was 
even  raised  upon  that  point, 

"Old  E,  B.  R."  evidently  fancies  himself  a  bit 
of  a  lawyer,  anil  I  must  decline  lo  follow  him  into 
the  intricacies  of  the  exact  legal  definition  of  the 
words  not  exceeding,  contenting  myself  with  the 
fact  lliat  from  the  firsi  ihe  Board  staled  their  inten- 
tion of  asking  for  £  20,000,  that  they  got  il,  and 
that,  in  my  humble  opinion,  ihe  addition  of  the 
words  "not  exceeding,  "  if  meant  for  a  loophole, 
was  a  shabby  proceeding,  not  lo  say  a  breach  of 
faith.  Still  shabbier  would  have  been  their  pro- 
ceeding had  they  denied  a  "  bonus  "  lo  those,  who 
after  a  short  trial  of  ihe  "universal  credit "  syslem, 
were  given  re-employment  by  llie  British  Bank, 
because  llie  Bank  wauled  them,  but  our  legal 
champion  is  mean  enough  lo  say  that  the  Board 
would  have  been  perfectly  justified  in  striking  their 
names  off  the  list.  Such  logic  is  sublime  and  sure- 
to  be  warmly  supported  by  the  majority  of  the 
colleagues  (or  whom  "Old  E.  li.  li."  presumes  to. 
speak. 

Considering  the  profit  the  Bank  made  and  that 
the  shareholders  were  prepared  lo  go  to  ^20,000,. 
it  is  not  too  much  lo  say  that  it  would  have  been 
more  lo  the  credit  of  ihe  Board  to  divide  that  sum 
amongst  their  staff  in  Brazil,  in  consideration  of 
their  past  faithful  services,  and  without  favoritism. 
In  conclusion,  I  would  recommend  "Old  E. 
R.  B."  to  attend  lo  ihe  duties  of  his  enviable 
position  and  leave  ihe  Board  of  the  British  Bank 
to  take  care  of  themselves. 

No  one  has  asked  lor  pily,  but  justice  should 
continue  lo  be  the  duty  of  English  employers  lo 
their  staffs  abroad.

Legislative  Notes 

Sei'TEMBER  3. — Senate.—  The  Senate  approved 
the  election  of  Quimino  Bocayuva  as  senaior  for 
the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  the  committee  on 
the  constitution  reported  in  favor  of  approving  the 
election  ol  Dr,  Clnistiano  Oitoni  as  senator  for 
Minns  Geraes.  Senator  Campos  Salles  presented  a 
petition  of  officers  of  the  bureau  of  public  instruction 
and  professors  memorializing  Congress  in  favor  of 
an  appropriation  for  the  Pedagogium.  The  Senate 
voted  in  2nd  discussion  the  appropriation  of  400,000$ 
for  connecting  lite  Bahia  railway  with  the  Bahia 
Central,  S.  Francisco  and  S.  Francisco  and  Jacii.— 
Chamber  of  Ve/mtitt.—This  Chamber  of  Deputies 
approved  the  election  of  Dr.  Manoel  Caetano  de 
Oliveira  Soares  and  Lieut.  Francisco  de  Mattos  as 
deputies  lor  Bahia  and  annulled  by  a  vote  of  64  to  56 
that  of  Dr,  Lycurgo  Jos6  de  Mello,  who,  in  view  of 
Ait.  26  of  the  law  of  January  26,  was  considered 
Incompatible.  Deputy  Lui;  Mural,  speaking  of 
the  rumors  of  a  projected  attempt  10  restore  the 
monarchy,  said  that  enemies  of  the  republic  are 
enemies  of  their  country.  Although  an  adversary 
of  President  Floriano  Peixoto,  he  did  not  believe 
him  capable  of  betraying  the  republic,  and  the 
speaker  was  ready,  he  said,  to  lake  up  arms  for 
assisting  the  President  to  delend  it.  x 

September  5.—  ienatt.—  The  Senate  approved 
the  election  of  Dr.  Chmtinno  Ottoni,  who  took  his 
scat.  The  special  appropriation  of  5 , 674, 5 79$5 IS 
in  gold  lor  the  Central  railway  was  voted  in  jrd 
d'scussion.— Chamber  of  Dtputtts. — The  Chamber 
met  in  secret  session  and  Deputy  Leite  Oiticica, 
from  the  budget  committee,  made  a  statement  in 
regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  country. 
The  deficit,  he  said,  is  38,532,431$,  which  the 
committee  proposes  to  overcome  by  a  reduction  of 
I2,ooo,oop$:iu  POJjllc- expenses,  and  by  an  increase' 
of  24,520,000$  in  the  public  revenue.  Of  the 
latter  sum  5,000,000$  is  to  be  obtained  by  increasing 
the  railway  rates  and  the  remainder  by  additional 
taxation.  He  introduced,  in  the  name  of  the 
committee,  a  bill  on  banks  ol  issue. 

September  6.— Senate.— The  Senate  voted  the 
holiday  bill  in  3rd  discussion.  Senator  Tavares 
Bastos  spoke  against  the  bill  for  paying  congress- 
men during  the  prolongation  ol  the  session. 
Senators  Ubaldino  do  Amaral  and  Rangel  Pestana 
also  spoke  against  the  bill,  which  was  defended  by 

Senator  Americo  Lobo.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

The  Chamber  voted  to  prolong  the  present  session 
to  October  12th.  The  bill  on  house  rents  was 
voted  in  2nd  discussion,  and  in  3rd  discussion  the 
bill  granting  amnesty  to  the  Malta  Grosso  and  Rro 
Grande  revolutionists.  The  bill  exempting  from 
duty  certain  articles  to  be  imported  by  the  Strangers' 
Hospital  was  rejected, 

September  $.— Senate.'- The  Senate  rejected 
the  bill  from  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for  granting 
pay  to  members  of  Congress  during  the  prolongatio"! 
of  the  legislative  session.— Chamber  of  Deputes. — 
Deputy  Arthur  Rios  spoke  against  the  bill  for  the 
reorganisation  of  the  telegraph  bureau.  He 
considers  il  just  to  increase  ihe  pay  of  inferior 
employe's,  but  does  not  think  it  prudent  in  ihe 
present  financial  stale  of  the  canntiy  to  tncie.i-t 
the  expenses  of  the  bureau,  as  will  bs  the  ca-e  si' 
the  bill  passes,  to  4,394,6, -O*.  The  re&ips  ..{' 
the  bureau  are  about  3,000,000$  at  present,  and. 
while  it  is  reasonable  U>  expect  that  they  will 
increase,  he  does  not  consider  it  advisable  to 
increase  expenses  too  hastily.  He  was  answered 
by  Deputy  Severioo  Vieira  who  defended  the  bill. 
Deputy  Francisco  de  Mattos  opposed  the  bill 
anthoridng  the  government  to  make  a  contract 
with  Engineer  Melville  Hora  for  port  improvements 
in  this  harbor.  Deputy  Retumba  defended  the 
bill.  The  service  ol  loading  and  discharging 
ressels  in  this  port  is  now,  he  said,  slow  and 
expensive.  For  want  of  space  in  tie  custom- 
house merchandise  remains  in  lighters  for  one  or 
two  months,  and  he  knows  of  cases  both  here  and 
at  Santos  of  vessels  being  detained  for  10  or  12 
months  while  awaiting  their  turn  to  discharge. 
The  expenses  on  cargo  at  this  port  now  amount  to 
about  i6$  or  17$  per  ton.  In  a  few  months  the 
bulk  of  the  coffee  crop  will  reach  this  market  and 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  provide  lor  its 
rapid  shipment.

— "Grave  conflicts  in  Rio"  were  reported  % 
Sao  Paulo  on  the  7th. 

—The  election  of  a  vice-president  in  Silo  Paulo 
ts  to  occur  October  15th. 

—A  Pard  telegram  savs  that  the  Tabatinga  exiles 
arrived  there  fat  and  hearty, 

— A  brig,  called  the  Recife,  was  successfully 
launched  at  the  Pernambuco  naval  arsenal  on  the 
6th  inst, 

—The  Pernambuco  marketmen  presented  Gov. 
Barbosa  Lima  with  nn  oil  portrait  of  himself  on 
the  7th. 

— In  the  7  months  from  Tanuary  to  July  inclusive 
there  emigrated  from  Ceara  to  the  Amazon  11,571 
persons. 

—Disturbances  were  expected  in  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul  and  S.  Paulo  on  the  7th,  but  the  day  passed  off 
quietly  in  both  states. 

—1  here  were  further  conflicts  in  Bahia  on  the 
5th  between  sailors  of  the  corvette  Primeiro  de 
Mareo  and  police  soldiers. 

—A  theft  ol  100,000  cartridges  is  reported  from 
Buenos  Aiies.  They  were  Klored  at  the  arsenal. 
This  in  probably  the  first  slep  toward  another 
revolution, 

—According  to  the  Movimento,  a  paper  pub- 
lished at  S.  Bona,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  Gen.  Tavares 
has  expressed  his  intention  of  withdrawing  entirely 
from  politics. 

—The  governor  of  Parana  is  evidently  afraid  of 
something.  His  palace  is  guarded  night  and  day 
by  a  strong  detachment  of  soldiers,  and  he  never 
stirs  out  without  a  guard. 

—The  governor  of  Pernambuco  celebrated  the 
7th  by  ordering  the  release  of  all  persons  imprison- 
ed on  account  of  recent  disturbances  connected 
with  the  suspension  of  municipal  councils. 

—The  steamer  Ottdtna,  which  had  been  fast  on 
the  barat  AracajiS,  w.-s  safely  floated  and  towed 
into  Aracajfionthe  6th.  The  steamer  had  sus- 
tained some  injuries  and  was  in  a  leaky  condition. 
— The  latest  news  from  the  attempt  to  pay  the 
national  debt  by  means  of  a  public  subscription  is 
that  the  public  employes  in  Porto  Alegre  are  peti- 
tioning for  the  return  of  the  sums  which  they  con- 
tributed. 

—The  Gazeta  da  Tarde,  of  Pernambuco,  says 
that  Gen.  Almeida  Barreto,  in  his  speech  at  that 
place,  promised  to  depose  Vice-President  Floriano 
Peixoto .  The  Gazeta* t  statement,  however, 
contradicted. 

— General  Mnnsilla  has  withdrawn  from  the 
Argentine  army  in  order  to  devote  himself  to 
opposition  to  the  government  in  the  political  field 
in  connection  with  the  antoitomisia  parly  which 
General  Roca  is  organizing. 

— On  the  3rd  inst.  there  was  a  sporadic,  case  nf 
cholerina  at  Victoria.  It  caused  considerable 
''arm,  and  the  government  has  been  asked  to  send 
a  man-of-war  to  that  port  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  vessels  from  infected  ports. 

— A  Santos  house,  in  view  of  the  almost  entire 
impossibility  of  shipping  merchandise,  has  sent  a 
printed  circular  to  its  customers  in  the  interior, 
declining  to  fill  orders  except  for  merchandise  to 
be  delivered  at  its  warehouse. 

— An  Italian,  living  at  Piracicaba,  Sao  Paulo, 
has  christened  a  new-born  son  Fideli  Imperio  do 
Brazil.  An  act  of  Congress  may  now  be  looked 
for  to  correct  this  unpatriotic  act.  Or,  would  it 
not  be  well  to  have  the  baby  strangled  ? 

—When  Dr.  Seabra  left  Pernambuco  he  attemp- 
ted to  enter  the  law  school  to  take  leave  of  the 
students ;  but  Dr.  Martins  Junior,  the  director, 
caused  the  doors  to  be  closed.  Seabra  then  posted 
a  -farewell  message  on  one  of  the  doors. 

— At  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on  the  Sth  inst. ,  on 
account  of  the  arrest  of  a  soldier  of  the  3rd  regi- 
ment of  artillery  a  large  body  of  soldiers  attacked 
the  barracks  of  the  municipal  guard,  breaking  the 
windows  and  otherwise  damaging  the  building, 
'  • — The  Penha  religious  festival  in  Sao  Paulo  last 
week  seems  to  hs-ve  been  a  gamblers'  carnival. 
Over  500  roulette  tables  and  other  gambling  arti- 
fices were  located  about  the  place,  and  the  people 
gave  themselves  up  to  the  vice  with  a  frenzv  sim- 
ply indescribable.  On  the  7th  there  was  a  conflict 
between  the  gamblers  and  the  police. 

—On  the  oth  in  S.  Paulo  there  were  arcnlafed 
reports  of  projected  disturbances.  At  the  house  of 
Capt.  Jose1  Antonio  Lessa  the  police  discovered  a 
small  piece  of  artillery,  and  the  chief  of  police  re- 
quested the  commander  of  the  military  district  to 
cause  Capt.  Lessa  [a  retired  officer  of  the  army]  to 
call  at  the  police  office,  but  the  captain  had  ab- 
sented himself. 

— On  the  Sth  inst.  the  returning  exiles  Gen.  Al- 
meida Barreto,  Col.  Jacques  Ouriq-e,  Dr.  Seabra 
and  others  reached  Pernambuco,  where  their  friends 
gave  them  a  warm  reception .  A  di  mer  was 
given  them  at  the  Prtn'ituia  office,  and  ent'iusiastk 
toasts  were  drunk  to  Lucena,  Jose  M.jiano  and 
Jose5  Maria.  Dr.  Seabra  and  a  party  of  his  friends 
attempted  to  enter  the  law  school,  but  the  direc- 
tor, Dr.  Martins  Junior,  prohibited  this  and  placed 
a  guard  of  federal  troops  at  the  entrance.  A  meet- 
ing was  then  held  in  the  garden  in  front  of  tl  e 
school  building  aad  speeches  were  made  by  Dr. 
Seabra  and  others.  It  is  stated  that  50  students 
fcok  part  in  the  demonstration. 

—The  consignees  of  the  sterner  Lafrane,  which 
was  expected  at  Para  on  the  7th.  sent  orders  to  the

— VIce-Adrainil  Wnndenkolk  and  other  retarn- 
ing  exile*  reached  Maranhlo  on  the  7th  and  were 
warmly  welcomed  by  their  friends . 

—At  BahU  on  the  8th  in«t.  a  person  known  by 
the  nickname  of  *<  Macaco  Belleza  "  was  arrested 
for  making  ipeechei  in  the  streets  in  favor  of  mon- 
archy. His  friends  resisted,  and  in  order  to  effect 
the  arrest  it  was  necessary  to  reinforce  the  de- 
tachment sent  to  arrest  him.  — 

—An  engineer,  Dr.  Cypriano,  was  shot  and 
gravely  wounded  on  the  7th  at  Mangaritiba,  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  The  assassin  was  captured  in  the  . 
house  of  the  police  snh-deUgado  of  the  place  and 
confesses  that  he  committed  the  crime  under  orders 
from  the  sttb-deU&ado  himself. 

—The  Hamburg  steamship  line  will  have  its 
own  hospedaria  and  hospital  on  Palmas  island, 
near  Santos,  during  the  coming  summer.  The 
crews  of  the  steamers  will  be  landed  there  while 
they  are  in  oort,  the  cargoes  being  moved  by  shore 
laborers,  The  scheme  is  a  good  one,  and  will 
nndoutedly  give  a  very  favorable  result. 

—In  Pelotas  on  the  7th  inst.  Carolino  de  Freitas 
and  Ataliba  da  Cunha,  two  noted  CastUhista  leaders, 
at  the  head  of  a  body  of  their  followers,  arrested  a 
merchant  and,  after  beating  him,  robbed  him  of 
0,000$.  The  police  delegate  of  the  city  sent  a 
force  against  the  bandits  and  a  fight  ensued,  one  of 
the  latter  being  killed  and  seven  wounded.  One  of 
the  bandit  leaders,.  Carolrao,  was  subsequently 
captured. 

—One  of  our  German  exchanges  of  Parana  says 
that  the  public  prosecutor  vaKjuix  sectional  at 
Curityba  refused  to  prosecute  Drs.  Doria,  Chi- 
chorro  Jr.,  Cunha  Brito  and  Westphalen,  who 
had  been  denounced  by  the  friends  of  the  governor 
for  conspiracy.  The  accused  are  all  irj  Curityba, 
and  are  under  no  restraint  from  the  authorities. 
The  official  telegrams  led  us  to  believe  them  guilty 
of  some  heinous  offence,  for  which  they  had  been 
rigorously  imprisoned. 


Coffee  Notes 


—The  new  tariffs  on  the  Central  railway,  which 
are  to  be  increased  10%  for  each  penny  drop  in 
exchange  below  20  pence  per  mil  reis,  wilt  increase 
the  transportation  charges  on  coffee  by  85%  at  the 
current  rate  of  exchange.  This  charge  will  nat- 
urally come  out  of  the  planter's  pocket,  but  lie  will 
probably  resist  it  at  first.  He  has  been  obtaining 
very  high  prices  for  his  product  and  can  easily  pay 
higher  freight  rates.

>uburb  stations  continue  in  force;  but  no  abatement 
will  hereafter  be  allowed  on  season  tickets. 

—The  report  of  the  directors  of  the  Nordoesle 
do  Brazil  railway  published  in  the  Jamal  do  Cem- 
metcis  on  the  9th  deserves  record.  The  president 
tells  the  shareholders  thai  it  was  originally  agreed 
to  pay  7,000.0005  [!]  for  the  concession  priviie»e, 
etc.,  and  as  the  first  call  for  capital,  10  per  ceot 
only  produced  4,000,000$  the  balance  was  met  by 
issuing  3,000,000$  in  debentures  {secured  on 
wbat?|  of  j^ioeachat  24rfexchange.  Then  Ihe 
"stale  of  the  money  market"  forced  the  directors  to 
obtain  an  abatement  on  the  purchase  price  of  this 
preaoos  concession,  which  they  succeeded  in  doing 
by  obtaining  possession  of  24,000  of  tbe  30,000 
debentures  issued.  The  vendor  prudently  retained 
the  4^00,000$  in  cash.  Here  is  a  railway  line  in 
nuHkis,  that  has  done  nothing  apparently  except  to 
pay  4,000,000$  of  somebody's  money  to  a  proiege 
of  the  government  and  30,500$  to  a  directory 
Such  an  exposition  should  lead  lo  strong  action  bv 
tbe  authorities,  if  the  shareholders  are  weak  enough 
to  pass  the  accounts  of  their  directors  (.')

Hospital  Notes. 


—On  the  6th  insl,  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
threw  out  the  bill  granting  exemption  from  duties 
on  the  few  things  winch  the  Slrniti-ers'  H.ispital  is 
obliged  to  import.  The  deputies  have  forgotten  the 
heavy  and  continued  donations  which  the  English- 
speaking  people  have  made  for  Brazilian  chanties, 
monuments  and  testimonials  ;  they  have  forgotten 
the  ravages  of  lever  and  the  weed  of  hospitals  to  re- 
duce the  mortality  horn  these  periodical  epidemics, 
and  they  have  wholly  overlooked  their  duty  10  aid 
and  encourage  every  effort  to  overcome  these 
epidemics  and  to  (real  the  foreigners  residing  here 
with  the  courtesy  and  consideration  which  is 
generally  accorded  to  iheni  in  nil  civilized  countries, 
While  accepting  their  labor,  taxes,  gifts  and  services 
of  every  description,  they  do  not  scruple  to  spurn 
their  first  and  only  petition  for  the  trifling  favor  of 
being  allowed  to  import  a  few  articles  of  furniture, 
etc.,  free  of  duty.  It  is  a  fine  illustration  of  what 
we  have  to  expect  at  the  bands  of  llivmlian 
legislators  !  In  Argentina  these  favors  were 
accorded  without  the  asking,  and  elsewhere  it  is 
considered  both  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  grant 
such  exemptions  for  purposes  so  necessary  and 
charitable,  Here  however  it  is  the  parasite  and 
speculator  who  enjoy  the  favors  of  the  government, 
while  schools,  hospitals  and  other  institutions  of 
that  character,  must  struggle  along  as  best  they  can. 

— The  benefit  dance  at  the  Larangeims  Club  on 
the  71I1  insl.  was  a  great  success,  everything 
passing  off  smoothly  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.

—A  despatch  from  the  minister  of  the  interior  to 
bis  colleague  at  the  Treasury  asks  that  all  mineral 
waters,  imported  from  countries  where  cholera  is 
prevalent,  be  stopped  in  the  custom-houses,  and 
not  upon  any  account  permitted  to  go  into 
consumption.  We  will  be  reduced  to  syphao,  and 
the  innocuous  productions  of  W\einJiisliia  national 
after  all. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  asked  the  director 
of  the  Mini  lo  let  him  know  what  is  the  intrinsic 
value  of  Brazilian  nickel  coins.  The  minister  is 
afraid  that  this  value  is  so  excessive  that  these  coin  s 
are  being  exported  as  merchandise.  It  is  possible. 
J  Jul  the  minister  can  rest  assured  on  one  point  ;  no 
one  will  export  notes  of  the  Brazilian  banks  of 
issue  as  merchandise,  unless  under  the  form  ol 
paper  stock.

—On  the  rjth  a  dynamite  bomb— one  of  those 
beastly  things  that  Bnuilinti*  think  are  particularly 
grateful  lo  their  various  saints— was  found  in 'a 
warehouse  of  the  custom-house.  The  bomb  had 
broken  through  llie  roof,  and  lodged  on  a  pile  ol 
cases  containing  gin.  Had  this  instrument  of 
destruction  exploded,  the  damage  resulting  is 
simply  incalculable,  Why  the  authorities  permit 
the  use,  and  abuse,  ol  these  dynamite  bombs 
attached  to  rockets,  is  a  perfect  mystery,  and  their 
tolerance  will   most  certainly  result  in  some  awful 
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—The  "seventh"  was  celebrated  in  tin 
witli  but  little  more  than  the  usual  official 
oustrations— a  military  parade,  flags  on  the  public 
buildings  and  naval  vessels,  salutes  and  illumina- 
tions in  llie  evening.  The  city  was  quite  deserted, 
except  for  the  few  who  kept  their  shops  open  and 
Ihe  people  who  always  turn  out  to  see  a  procession. 
In  the  provincial  capitals  also,  according  to  the 
telegrams,  the  people  took  no  interest  ia  the  cel- 
ebration. 


—If  you  had  the  misfortune  lo  buy  an  Ypiranga 
lottery  ticket  two  years  ago  and  the  faith  111  human 
nature  to  keep  it,  get  on  the  cars  and  go  to  S.  Paulo 
and  you  will  get  your  money.  But  you  must  n't 
expect  the  lottery  concern  to  pay  your  travelling 
expenses,  nor  interest  on  the  money  you  were 
deluded  into  lending  it,  nor  even  to  insure  you 
against  railway  accidents  in  going  and  returning. 
For  a  man  who  does  n't  case  for  expenses,  has  an 
unlimited  amount  of  time  at  his  disposal  and  is 
reckless  of  life  and  limb,lhe  opportunity  is  a  templ- 
ing one. 

—We  are  told  that  the  unhappy  cigar-dealer, 
who  has  been  making  so  loud  an  outcry  against  Ihe 
stamp  tax  on  his  wares,  is  finding  it  not  so  bad  an 
arrangement  after  all.  He  keeps  properly  stamped 
goods  in  his  show  case  of  course,  and  the  customer 
is  called  upon  to  pay  the  value  of  the  stamp.  For 
instance,  a  package  of  cigareties  thai  formerly  cost 
200  reis,  now  cosls  240  reis.  The  dealer,  however, 
,ies  not  always  sell  Irom  llie  show  case,  ami  when 
perchance  an  unstamped  package  is  taken  from 
under  the  counter,  the  price  still  remains  240  reis. 
It  is  not  so  bad  a  tax  alter  all  ! 

—We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  government  has 
resolved  to  immediately  establish  quarantine 
stations  at  Para  and  Pernambuco.  This  is  as  it 
should  be.  It  is  unjust  to  compel  ships  to  come 
down  lo  Ilha  Grande  for  quarantine.  An  example 
of  this  may  be  seen  in  the  case  of  the  Holbein 
which  was  sent  away  from  Bahia  on  Sunday  and  is 
obliged  to  go  to  Ilha  Grande,  As  she  has  900 
tons  of  cargo  for  Bahia,  she  will  be  obliged  to  first 
return  lo  Bahia  lo  discharge  and  then  come  down 
to  this  port  to  complete  the  delivery  of  her  cargo. 
All  this  means  expense  and  delay,  a  large  part  ol 
which  might  he  saved  by  a  quarantine  station  at 
Pernambuco. 

—Two  incidents  on  the  7th,  which  were  too  ab- 
surd to  deserve  attention,  have  given  the  Pan 
opportunity  to  air  its  patriotic  fervor  ami  to  tilt 
with  Ihe  imaginary  "seljastianisls."  Through  the 
blunder  ol  an  Italian  employe",  a  billiard-saloon  on 
the  Largo  S.  Francisco  put  out  an  old  imperial  fla^. 
The  mocidade  promptly  appeared,  hauled  down  the 
flag  and  bore  it  in  triumph  to  the  Tempo  office. 
The  country  was  saved  !  Later,  however,  a  Portu- 
guese shopkeeper  in  Kua  da  Assembled  hong 
out  some  placards  and  a  caricature  of  the  republican 
flag,  apparently  as  an  advertisement,  which  aroused 
much  excitement  and  led  to  the  man's  arrest.  Of 
course  there  was  no  significance  in  these  incidents, 
hul  the  theatrical  journalists  must  have  something 
to  talk  about!  It  is  to  be  added  that  the  shop- 
keeper lias  been  filling  the  newspapers  with  simil- 
arly indecent  advertisements  for  years,  and  without 
arousing  a  word  of  protest.  We  must  infer  there- 
fore that  one  insult  lo  llie  flag  is  infinitely  worse 
than  repeated  offences  against  decency  and  morals.

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General  Company  of  Hoots  and  Shoes  " 
has  a  paitl  up  capital  of  about  350,000$  and  owes 
200,000$  in  debentures.  Fortunately  for  the  share- 
holders, among  then  assets  appears  the  item  of 
"cou  alqucircs  of  land,  100,000$.  "  What  the 
directors  wanted  with  land,  unless  lo  erect  docks 
for  building  boots  and  shoes,  does  not  seem  per- 
fectly clear. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  instructed  the 
director  of  the  Mint  10  inform  him  what  is  the 
intrinsic  value  of  the  nickel  coins  in  circulation. 
He  suspects  that  the  cause  of  their  disappearance 
from  circulation  is  llie  difference  between  their 
intrinsic  value  and  their  nominal  value  in  depreciated 
paper.

We  can 
find  very  Utile  to  commend  in  litis  appointment, 
i\o  one  questions  Minister  Serzedello's  activity  and 
desiiu  lo  serve  his  country,  but  neither  in  tempera- 
ment nor  by  training  is  lie  fitted  for  the  important 
office  ot  minister  of  finance.  Ifis  first  act  as  acting 
minister  shows  what  he  will  do  1  fearing  that  a 
quantity  of  rice  was  stored  in  the  customs  ware- 
houses, be  at  once  ordered  its  removal  within  48 
hours,  although  such  an  order  is  illegal  and  ilijust. 
The  rice  is  held  principally  because  the  Central 
railway  can  not  can/  it  up  country,  but  ihe 
minister  ignored  this  and  gave  an  order  more 
suited  to  a  military  dielalnrslnp  than  lo  a  country 
governed  by  law.
